The Ty phoid Fly .

Fly Breeding Places. 
All flies are bred in fifth, o f t he r Jn

adult. T he refuse from horse staDlee 
is certainly resiwnsfble for bre e d i n g 
of the majori ty of files In n e a rly all 
co mm unities. T his is especially t r u e

c u m u l a t e indefinitely and re m a in in 
a moist condition. At such tim e s a 
single im und of m a terial may produce 
m o re tha n a thousand flies.

Control Measures. 
F n d o u btc d d l y the most im po rt a n t 
of these m e as u res a re those which ru 
mo ve entirely or reduce or safeguard 
the breeding places of flies, yet 
in 
spite of all t ha t can be dono 
som e 
flies will 
re m a in, 
and to 
g u a rd 
against, their e n tr a n c e to o u r houses, 
screen the window« and doors. Pro 
tect tlie sick from flies in all cases 
K ee p all stable refuse in a covered 
ga rbage can or destroy it at once 
Have an abu n d a n c e of fly trn|>s and 
kill the flics ca ught in the m by plung 
ing into hot water. 
Always insist t ha t 
m e ats, 
fish, 
green groceries and ba k e r s ’ 
goods 
tha t you buy shall have been prote c t­ 
ed from flies. A mong o the r good meth 
oils for fly destruction, a re t he use 
of the comm on sticky fly pa per 
and 
fly poisons. One of the best poisons 
consists of a tablespoonful of fo r m a ­ 
lin (which can be obtained a t 
an y 
drug store ) in a teac upfu l 
of one- 
half milk and one-half water. 
E x ­ 
pose these in saucers where flies con­ 
gregate. 
Now Is the Time. 
Files m ay travel for distances up 
to one -qua rte r of a mile, and united 
general action in a c o m m u n ity 
is 
essential to fly control, bu t it 
will 
save hu m a n lives. If there is typhoid 
in your neighborhood, there are also 
breed ing places for flies. A good plan 
is to clean up; it may prevent a fu­ 
neral in the home.— Illinois F a r m e r s 
Institute, Springfield, Illinois.

The first necessary factor in prof­ 
itable duck culture is a good market 
and we in Il’ inoig have this problem 
solved to beg it) with. In the second 
place, f .10 greatest success conies in 
marketing ducks 
when 
they 
are 
about ten weeks old. The idea is to 
hatch, raise and get 
them on 
the 
m arket as quie! ly as possible. ITp to 
ten weeks *rom its hatch, 
a duck 
will make the most economical gains, 
while as Jt grows older the gains, in 
proportion to food consumed, show a 
decided falling off. Very little diffi­ 
culty is experienced with vermin of 
any kind and the fowls are 
usually 
very 
healthful 
if properly 
housed 
and fed. 


H a tch in g and F e e d in g . 
The natural laying period for the 
ducks is the early spring 
months, 
but 
by certain methods of feeding 
eggs may be secured at any time of 
the year; they can be hatched 
by 
either natural or artificial 
means. 
Hens are more commonly used on 
the ordinary farm« and are 
quite 
satisfactory. 
The first feed for ducklings is com- 


posed of equal parts of bran, corn 
hical and shorts, to which is added 
five per cent of beef serai».
